Taft urgently recommended the inuuo 
aiat<! appropriation of $2.')0,OI'() for the 
first annual payment to Panama under 
the terms of the treaty by which Pana- 
ma gave the l.'nited (States permission 
to build the Panama canal. The treaty 
provided that in addition to .'510,000.000 
in gold paid for the canal zone an i*i\- 
nnul sum of $250,000 was to bc paid 
as long as the treaty existed, beginning 
nine years after ratification of the treaty 
Tlie first payment is due February 20. 
Secretary Knox some time ago asked for 
such a.n appropriation but none has been 
made. 


"I would therefore 
ndge immerlatc 


action as absolutely necessary to place 
this government in position to respond 
at onco lo its treaty obligations," said 
President Taft in his message.

Hoping for Opposition 


It is interesting to note that democratic leaders at 


Washington, at the very outset of the Wilson administra- 
tion "with its democratic majority in both houses of con- 
gress and an almost nation-wide democratic regime in 
state governments, arc voicing the hope that opposition 
may concentrate itself and develop into something definite 
as a political antagonist. It is a realization of the value of 
opposition both as a safeguard and as an incentive to 
party action that will mean the best possible record for 
democracy during the next few years in which its power 
in American governmental affairs will be almost absolute. 


The principle that too great a majority is not a good 


thing, lias long been recognized by thoughtful students of 
political affairs. 
Overwhelming control by any party is 


too apt to result in blunder that not only reacts upon the 
party which makes it, but, what is of infinitely more im- 
portance, is productive of legislation that may be A'icious 
in character and disastrous in its consequences to the 
country at large. The value of sufficient organized and 
militant opposition to check any possible tendency in this 
direction, but at the same time insufficient to absolutely 
deadlock legislative endeavor can hardly be questioned. 
We invariably need opposition as a safeguard to our- 
selves. There is no reason at this time to expect that the 
big democratic majority in the first Wilson congress will 
be anything but careful, conservative and conscientious in 
its efforts to serve the people, but ft will lie much better 
for democracy and much better for the country at large if 
the opposition in congress is able to unify and compel 
democracy to do its level best at every stage of the pro- 
ceedings. 


The disposition upon the part of the legislature to re- 


imburse Ex-Governor Marshall for .some $4,800 expended 
by him for house rent during his term as governor is 
kindly enough, but in declining to receive the money Mr. 
Marshall took precisely the action his friends expected 
him to take, and the only creditable course open in the 
matter. Time and again during his campaign Mr. Mar- 
shall expressed the belief that the governor of Indiana 
should pay his own house rent, and while he may hold the 
opinion that the salary of the governor is too small, ac- 
ceptance of reimbursement in this fashion could not be 
considered" by any man of Mr. Marshall's high sense of 
propriety. 


With recollections of the blizzard and the terrific, 


snowfall of four years ago still a nightmare to them, citi- 
zens of Washington are discounting Professor 
Moore's 


promise of fair weather for inauguration day, and are 
mobilizing an army of street-cleaning experts" for instant 
action on March 4. They are willing to admit that Mr. 
Moore is the greatest weather expert of this or any other 
time, but they propose at the same time to keep their 
powder dry.

to patent medicines, according to ])r. 
David L. Edsall of tlie Harvard medical 
school. 
He estimates that the use of 


these medicines has turned 52.0011 peo- 
ple to the drink or drug habit, while 17,- 
UOO people have died from the use of 
patented drugs. 


"There is enough poison," Dr. Edsall 


said, "in a so-called drug cure to kill a. 
person who is not addicted to the habit. 
A man writes to a doctor or lirm which 
advertises 
a sura cure for tho drug 


habit and tells them he uses five grains 
of morphine a day. In the cure he re- 
ceives by return mail there is generally 
to bo found twenty grains of tlie same 
drug. 


"But 
one of the' most pitiful and 


dreadful results is the actual depravity 
which these medicines, through the al- 
cohol which they 
contain, 
sometimes 


produce. 
The great majority of the 


patent medicines depend on alcohol for 
it stimulant and it is through this stim- 
ulant, which makes- the patients 
feel 


much better, that they fool the users 
into thinking they are getting results 
and develop them into dope fiends or 
hopeless drunkards. 


"There is the further danger of pois- 


oning to be encountered, especially in 
the case of infants who are given sleep- 
ing powders, soothing • syrups and pain 
killers and 
other 
preparations which 


contain ingredients extremely poisonous 
to tlie system. 
Many, many infants 


have been killed in this wa}-."' 


The so called 
consumption, 
cancer, 


deafness and blindness cures were nil 
roundly denounced by Dr. Edsall and 
he called it n "pitiful fact that the 
medicine dealers 
take 
advantage of 


these dread diseases which they know 
they cannot cure.''
